New York (AP).—National tele­ 
vision on a par with sound broad­ 
casting Is a considerable distance in 
the Alture. 
When such a development will 
materliaze, 
engineers 
hesitate 
to 
say. 
Dr. Alfred N Goldsmith, vice­ 
president and general engineer of 
ROA and long identified with broad­ 
cast engineering, thinks it will not 
be possible until threp years have 
elapsed, and it may be longer. 
"It seems likely th a t national tele­ 
vision service of proven value w ith­ 
in a year would bi* a miracle,”* he 
said. 
"W ithin two years it would be 
an amazing fact; within three years 
it would represent a fine achieve­ 
m ent of hard work, and within five 
years, it would be a development 
proceeding at a good and normal 
pace. 
Develop Television 
‘ If television is developed as a 
service of real entertainm ent and 
instructional value to the public it 
will 
take its place 
beside 
radio 
broadcasting as one of live greatest 
agencies of hum an progress and en­ 
joyment. but it is not to be expected 
th a t the day of television is as yet 
near at hand. 
"Laboratories gre doing excellent 
work iii the development of tele­ 
vision and will probably ultimately 
bring the equipment to a satisfac­ 
tory stage for public use. 
It is 
dangerous to make any definite pre­ 
diction as to how long this will 
take.” 
Dr. Goldsm ith pointed out that 
the term television means so many 
different things to various people 
th a t a clarification 
is 
im portant 
Some think it m eans small, dim 
bulrry and shifting images. Others 
think it means, perfect, large bril­ 
liant pictures like the finest molies 
Each viewpoint is regarded as ex­ 
trem e. 
Service To Public 
"Television is a radio service of 
pictures in motion of sufficient de­ 
tail and quality to have contributing 
entertainm ent value to the public 
m onth after m onth and year after 
I year. 
It Is believed th at it is neces- 
1 vary to be able to show clearly the 
j head and shoulders of several peo- 
i pie in a closeup and also action of a 
.group at a greater distance with a 
reasonable am ount of background 
detail.

is necessary 
th a t 
receivers 
supplied the public be simple, com ­ 
pact, quiet, and fairly 
autom atic 
(and reliable In operation and rea- 
j .Minable in cost. 
Pictures must be

I good color, of adequate detail, of 
real pictorial value, without annoy­ 
ing flicker, and visible to persons 
seated in various parts of the room 
National Scale 
“In order th a t the people of the 
United States shall enjoy such a 
service It must be carried out on a 
national scale.

They must be located at 
proper points all over the country 
and on occasion be interconnected 
by wire, radio or through shipm ent 
of film subjects so th a t programs ol 
interest may be brought to the pub­ 
lic promptly.

SENIORITY IS A 
POWERFUL FORCE 


Old-Timers Given Best Jobs 
In Congress, New 
Ones Out. 


By Herbert Plummer 
Washington—Perhaps 
you 
are 
amused when you read stories of 
how people vie for the right to 
sit above one another at dinner 
tables in Washington's official cir­ 
cles. 
Consider, in this connection, the 
man whom you send to Washington 
for the first time to serve as the 
representative of your district In 
the house. 
He meets difficulty when he ap­ 
plies for his first office room 
He 
gets only what Is left after all the 
older members have made their se­ 
lection. 
He goes to his first official dinner 
His seat Is near the foot of the table 
—the older members In order of 
their term of service near the head 
of the table. 


Seniority 
He applies for a committee as­ 
signment, and finds that the older 
memJOers have picked out the mast 
desired places and he must work 
his way up. 
He attends the first meeting of 
his committee 
There he finds his 
name on his place at the foot of 
the table. 
True, he is welcome and shown 
every courtesy on the floor. 
But 
at first he realizes—and well—that 
he Is not In the thick of things. 
Here are some definite figures on 
the subject. They give testimony 
as to Just how powerful is this thing 
called seniority. 
There are nine republicans who 
have served IO terms in the h o u se- 
20 years or more 
One is speaker, 
one is the floor leader, and five arg 
chairmen of important committees 
—ways and means, agriculture, for­ 
eign affairs, pensions and naval af­ 
fairs. 


Old-Timers 
There are 47 republicans who 
have served eight terms—16 years 
or 
more 
In this group 
is the 
speaker, the floor leader, 19 chair­ 
men. of committees, several chair­ 
men of important sub-committees. 
eight on the ways and means and 
five on the appropriations commit­ 
tee. 
To carry it a little further. Ill 
republicans have served IO years or 
longer. Included in this number are 
40 committee chairmen out of a 
possible 47, and all of the chairmen 
of im portant subcommittees of ways 
and means and appropriations. 
- In addition, all of the republican 
steering committee, a majority of 
the republican members on rules, 
appropriations, ways and means, 
judiciary, 
interstate 
and 
foreign 
commerce, committee on commit­ 
tees, the speaker, the leader, the 
whip, and practically all who served 
in this congress on conference com­ 
mittees are numbered in this group. 


VILLAGE PRIEST 
NAMED BISHOP 


Bohemian 
Father To Head 
Diocese 
In 
Nebraska. 


Proto vin, Iowa (API—The village 
priest of Protovin. which has 277 
inhabitnast and no railroad, has 
been appointed bishop of the Lin­ 
coln, Nebraska, diocese by Pope Pius 
XI 
The new bishop Is the Rev Father 
Louis Kucera. 41 years old. Of Bo­ 
hemia descent himself, most of the 
175 families in his parish here arc 
Bohemian families. 
The Lincoln diocese, to which he 
goes, also has a high percentage of 
Catholic Bohemian families. 
Friendly Gesture 
There are about 80,000 Bohemians 
in the diocese, and about half of 
them are Catholics. 
The appoint­ 
ment of a priest of Bohemian de­ 
scent to the bishopric is regarded 
as a friendly gesture to the Bohe­ 
mian Catholics. 
Father Kucera was born in Wheat- 
lan, Minnesota, in 1889. Most of his 
life as a priest has been spent as 
an educator rather than a pastor. 
For nine years he was a professor 
and dean of discipline at Cqjumbia 
college. Dubuque 
He also has been active in the 
Convention of Catholic Workmen, a 
Bohemian fraternal organization. 
His appointment came as a sur­ 
prise. although a friend, the Rev. 
Father Edward Chapman, of Oma­ 
ha. Nebraska, also a Catholic priest 
of Bohemian descent, jokingly told 
Father Kucera while visiting him 
only a short time ago that he soon 
would be made a bishop.
